_- Shanghai, Nov. 19. 
The British and French Minis- 
fers and the Japanese Charge 
D'Affnires haye issued a atitoment 
regarding Mr, T. V. Soong’s recent 
stutement on the Salt Gubelle. 
Thay state that they have noted 
the contents of Mr. Soong's state- 
ment, and then go on to say that 
“from this it appears that the 
Minister of Finance ‘had made a 
fundamental alteration in the 
funetloris of the Chief Inspectors
